21. Solid Waste technology update – Jolin reported that all Information Technology updates and hardware 
upgrades have been performed and installed.  She also reported that the Point and Pay system has 
arrived and she will coordinate training and reporting.  

 
Solid Waste operational update – Jolin reported that all annual DNR reporting for 2016 is complete.  
She reported scale issues, a broken well pipe, and the need for breakaway hoses on the fuel system.  
Jolin also presented the Committee with a historical demo tonnage breakdown and sort line trash 
tonnage breakdown.  Discussion was held regarding her findings. 
 

22. Commissioner Report – Stefonek reported information learned at the 2017 Spring Commissioners training.  
He also reported that MSHA training was held on March 30th and the Work Zone Safety CD was played for 
the employees.  Stefonek reported that Pitlik & Wick has cleared the trees around the curve on Highway D 
across from Sand Lake Rd., creating much more visibility and making the curve much safer.  He then 
reported that road limits were taken off on April 10th.
